TENT is 4 portable wilderness home 
и must be durable, lightweight 
waterproof and sturdy. Many designs 
overemphasize one of the characteristics 
and downplay the others. At THE NORTH FACE 
we have sought to bring you a tent with all of 
those important features 

GEODESICS. In 1975 THE NORTH FACE pio- 
neered the implementation of geodesics 
in the backpacking industry by producing 
the first geodesic tent. the Oval Inten 
tion. Based оп R Buckminster Fullers design 
concept. the geodesic formula provides the 
greatest volume with the least material and 
the highest strength-to-weight ratio of any 
tent design. In other words, the geodesic is 
a stronger, lighter, roomier tent. with more 
headroom, better use of floor space, апа 
better weather shedding 

LIGHT WEIGHTS. Our most recent addition 
to the tent line is our "lightweight" tents: 
the Ol and the Westwind, These were 
created especially to fit into a small back

lightweight, efficient, portable and versatile. 


CONSTRUCTION. When choosing а NORTH 
Face tent, the decision is mot between a 
higher or lesser quality tent. All NORTH FACI 
tents are made with the same high qual- 
ity standards, the same construction tech- 
niques, and the same fabrics. All seams are 
double needle lap-lelled. Structural seams 
are al least double sewn and completely 
finished —nó raw edges. High Stress and 
wear areas are reinforced with fabric and 
webbing plus box X-tacks and bar tacks 
FABRICS. Floors. sidewalls and doors are 
30 oz, urethane coated nylon taffeta 
smooth and waterproof Flysheers are light 
215 oz. urethane coated nylon ripstop 
(Tuolumne 3.0 oz.) Upper canopies are breath- 
able 19 oz. ripstop, the highest strength- 
to-weight ratio of any fabric, No-see-um 
netting is ultralight monofilament Knit. the 
finest mesh available 

All fabrics visually. inspected tor 
weave, Coating and dye. We also inspect 
fabric for thread count, fabric weight, water 
resistance and seam strength in our fabric 
testing lab. All tent fabrics conform to the 
CPAI-84 standard for Нагпе retardancy 
POLES. On most tents we use 7075 alumi- 
num alloy poles anodized to prevent cor-

aluminum alloy available (100,000 psi. ten- 
sile}. They are used in all geodesics and 
lightweight tents. 

All poles are shockcorded. Due to the 
high technical nature of the smaller diame- 
ter poles used in the gcodesics, each pole 
is visually inspected for consistent diameter 
and checked with an electrical eddy-current 
meter for consistent hardness 


FINAL INSPECTION. Every tent is indi- 
vidually pitched for complete inspection 
prior to final packaging. Each tent 1s com-

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Dear Friends: 

The mountain people of the Nepal Hima- 
laya —the Sherpas — have achieved worldwide 
renown for their cheerfulness, their toughness 
and their ability to carry great loads at extreme 
altitude. But life in a Sherpa village isnt al- 
ways easy — the envi- 
ronment is harsh: 
there is a constant 
struggle for survival 

| first visited the 
Khumbu Valley south 
of Mt. Everest 31 
years ago, and soon 
built a warm fnend- 
ship with the Sherpa 
inhabitants. 1 found 
that their strong cul- 
ture and religion 
helped them to rneet 
their problems with 
philosophy and un- 
derstanding. Luxuries 
were few but laugh- 
= ter was frequent. De- 
spite this, it was impossible for me not to 
be aware of the things they lacked: schools, 
medical care, and fresh water piped into villages. 

For ten years, І just talked about the help that 
should be given. Then in 1961, 1 started actually 
doing something about it. With funds raised in 
the United States. my expedition companions 
and | built a school in the village of Khumjung 
(127007). This was the start of a long and vigor- 
Qus assistance program. 
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Requests for help came from every direction 
| asked the villagers what contribution they 
could make. “We have little money” they always 
replied, “only the strength of our hands’ And 
that is what they willingly gave, the free carrying 
of timber from a days walk away in the forest, 
the breaking and hauling of rocks to make thick, 
strong walls, the lugging of bundles of roofing or 
great rolls of plastic pipe up the mountain side. 
Together with the Sherpas over the last 21 years. 
we have built 18 schools, two hospitals, many 
bridges, water pipelines and even two airfields. 

The members of the Himalayan Trust are 
all volunteers, but money must be raised for build- 
ing materials, hospital supplies, teachers sal- 
aries and student scholarships. We have been 
helped by contributions from companies both 
large and small, by schools and service clubs, 
and by many generous individuals. Our support 
has largely come from the US, Canada and 
New Zealand. 

There is no end to the tasks to be undertaken 
in this remote Himalayan area. The people are 
much to be admired; there is no question of 
feeling sorry for them. But they need help 

The Himalayan Trust acts as a bridge to help 
supply these needs. We are confident that any 
money donated is well and carefully spent for 
the welfare of these admirable people
